Having appeared 
before the grand jury and not suffered, both may be willing, X am not incliis d 
to believe the lawyers are this stupid. However, there is no Choice. V;e cannot 
take a chonce.

Them is no absolutely no doubt of at least one 
wrong Hepburn connection. It is established. There must be others* I am unwilling 
to assume Rose has none, Inor of no reason not to check out what can be and^tMnk^ 
it should be done, beginning with Sd Foley* who produced him, as I forgot' '-’to''* 1 ’""’’"" 
r emin d Steve. Perhaps someone knows Enough about him to be confident this was 
not a deliberate feed to and through him. The damage has been enormous and„£,fle 
we must do what we can to minimize it end, if possible, diminish or eliminate some 
of the predictable consequences.
